Sec. 3-707. Qperation of uninsured notor vehicle -
penalty. No person shall operate a notor vehicle unless the
nmotor vehicle is covered by a liability insurance policy in

accordance with Section 7-601 of this Code. It is not a

defense to prosecution under this Section that the person

operating the nmotor vehicle was unaware that the notor

vehicle was not covered by a liability insurance policy.

Any person who fails to conply with a request by a | aw
enforcenent officer for display of evidence of insurance, as
requi red under Section 7-602 of this Code, shall be deened to
be operating an uninsured notor vehicle.

Any operator of a notor vehicle subject to registration
under this Code who is convicted of violating this Section is
guilty of a business offense and shall be required to pay a
fine in excess of $500, but not nore than $1,000. However,
no person charged with violating this Section shall be
convicted if such person produces in court satisfactory
evidence that at the tine of the arrest the notor vehicle was
covered by a liability insurance policy in accordance wth
Section 7-601 of this Code. The chief judge of each circuit
may designate an officer of +the court to review the
docunentation denonstrating that at the tinme of arrest the
not or vehicle was covered by a liability insurance policy in

accordance with Section 7-601 of this Code.
